CANCEL CALLS FOR HELP 


When Fire Department Gets 


Control of Fire After the 
Wind Died Out—Origi- 
nated In Livery Stable In 
Heart of Business District 
—Leaped Across Street to 
Kuntx Block.

Sandusky, O., May 12.—Subsiding 


of a high wind probably was all that 
saved the business district of' this 
city from destruction by fire 
this 


morning. 
Originating in 
a livery 


stable, the fire gutted thirteen large 
stores and a number of smaller es- 
tablishments. 
Loss was estimated 


at $500,000. 


Fearing that the high wind would 


drive the flames over 
the 
entire 


business district, city officials called 
on Toledo and Elyria for help. How- 
ever, when the wine suddenly died 
out the fire was placed under control 
by the local department 
and 
the 


calls for help were cancelled. 


The fire started from an unknown 


cause in the 
Carroll livery barn, 


which was totally destroyed. 
The 


big four story Schmidt building was 
completely destroyed and the Wass- 
ner building and the dwellings of 
J. P. Carroll, Dr. Karl Noble and L 
G. Ferguson were badly damaged 
A large clothing, store, the Dilgart & 
Bittner furniture store, the J. H. 
Herman company's furniture store, 
the 
Conrad 
Kreimes 
wholesale 


liquor store and a number of small- 
er establishments were gutted. 


A strong wind from the southeast 


swept the flames into the old four 
story Schmidt block at the southeast 
corner of Market and Wayne streets, 
and- at 
noon 
this 
building was 


doomed. The 
wind 
carried 
fire- 


brands from this burning structure 
diagonally across the corner to the 
four story Kuntz block, which was 
threatened wUh destruction.

In the Schmidt block are the Nobil 


shoe store, the J. H. Herman furni- 
ture store, the Dilgert & Bittner fur- 
niture store, the 
Healy 
clothing 
store, P. E. Swaynes piano store, and 
Bowser & Sharp, carpets. The first 
three of these establishments were 
consumed and the others appeared to 
be doomed.

Washington, May 12. — Upon re- 


:eiving word today from Major Gen- 
eral Hugh Scott that the border con- 
fprences with General Obregon had 
jeen closed without agreement, Sec- 
retary Baker announced that he had 
directed General Scott to return to 
Washington and General Funston to 
return to his headquarters at San 
Antonio, Tex. 


General Scott's report, which was 


n amplification of the official state- 
ment issued by the conferees at El 
Paso last night, was transmitted to 
Secretary Lansing and also was con- 
sidered at the cabinet meeting. 
Its 


contents were not disclosed but there 
were some indications of an unwrit- 
ten agreement having been fomu- 
ated to cover 
co-operative 
action 


along the border for the present. 


Secretary Baker said the conferees 


had tried to reach a basis for a writ- 
ten agreement butJound it impossi- 
ble, although ^»\1 interchanges were 
of the most friendly cnaracter. 


It was suggested that General Car- 


ranza, faced by the political 
situa- 


tion in Mexico was unwilling to make 
any written agreement to which his 
opponents could point as indicating 
a surrender of sovereign rights. Un- 
der that theory, General Obregon, it 
is understood, has given assurances 
that every possible means will be 
itnployed by his government to aid 
in the speedy extermination of the 
bandits while the formal diplomatic 
discussion of the withdrawal sugges- 
tions proceeds. 
It is possible that 


neither side will endeavor to force 
the negotiations while the disturbed 
conditions along the border contin- 
ues.Before going to the cabinet meet- 
ing, Secretary Baker said no steps to 
send additional guardsmen or regu- 
lars to the border were in immediate 
contemplation. It was made plain, 
however, that should General Puns- 
ton again find his border guard too 
thin to protect American towns and 
ranches, there would be no hesita- 
tion in calling out more state troops.

Hard fighting has been

The dispatch does not state that 


any passengers were on board at the 
time of the torpedoing and it seems 
probable that she was in the sovprn- 
ment service as, so far as is known, 
no Austrian steamers have been en- 
gaged in passenger traffic in the Ad- 
riatic or elsewhere since the early 
days of the war.

U is quite possible that the 


members have considered this sub- 
ject in the light of their iudlvidua 
interests and have decided, each for 
himself, that the'cotir&e they 
are 


puisuing will meet with the approv- 
al of the "folks back home." 
But 


it is altogether probable that they 
have not given the consideration to 
the fact that the country as a whole 
is going to pass judgment upon the 
Democratic party as a whole, 
in- 


cluding both the President and Con- 
gress. 


However much the President may 


be attacked, the verdict of the coun- 
try is almost certain to be that no 
man could have wone better than 
Mr. Wilson. 
We have not secured 


all that we desired and were 
en- 


titled to, but we have secured much, 
and at the same time have kept out 
of war. 
Every 
reflecting 
man 


knows that with all Europe locked 
in a death struggle no one was go- 
ing to pay complete attention to the 
big 
innocent 
bystander. 
History 


will be astonished at the firmness 
with which Mr. Wilson defended our 
rights and the rights of humanity, 
and the patience and tact with which 
he did that and yet avoided a break 
with either party to the war. 


But will the verdict of the coun- 


try be equally favorable to the Dem- 
ocratic Congress? We are not antic- 
ipating that judgment but we trust 
the Democratic leaders will give it 
a good deal of thought. The Presi- 
dent is not necessarily a better man 
than anybody in Congress, but 
he

them, but did not have them, does 
anj man in Congress care to con- 
template the result? 
If our 
own 


house shall catch and we shall not 
have any fire apparatus but the pres- 
ent, it will be no comfort to persons 
who have listened to the President's 
warnings to cry out to the obstruc- 
tionsts: '"We told you so!" 


There have been cases where the 


acquisition of a new fire engine has 
nspired some boy or crank to set 
fire to a house in order to see the 
machine come out. 
And with some 


of our peonle. both in Congress and 
out of it. that possibility of juvenili- 
ty, or insanity,- is actually regarded 
as a proper reason for paying no at- 
tention to the appeal of the Presi- 
dent, with the atmosphere full 
of 


smokp. and the fire coming 
close 


enough to warm our own walls. 


The people of this country have 


alwajs been reasonable and brave in 
this matter, and if the Democratic 
^oneress is not. the contrv will cer- 
ainly try a Republican Congress. 


A Disgraceful Situation.

The American note in reply to Ger- 


many is dignified and courteous and 
above all incapable of two interpre- 
tations. 
It interprets the German 


note to mean what America wanted 
it to mean. For the reproaches and 
criticism, there is no retort in kind. 
There is simply acceptance of 
the 


German statement that the subma- 
rne policy from which this country 
was suffering has been abandoned 
and a declaration that we shall "re- 
ly upon a scrupulous execution hence- 
forth of the now altered policy." It 
is taken for granted that Germany 
does not condition the change on the 
result of any other negotiations, but 
to remove any doubt it is asserted 
that this government holds that "re- 
sponsibility in such matters is sin- 
gle. not joint; absolute, not relative." 


This is an admirably written .docu- 


ment-—clear, positive and friendly. It 
might well be taken as a model for 
communications in the new diploma- 
cy that It is hoped will be establish- 
ed after the war.

So far as the Mexican situation is

as a club at short range. And this 
is the one weapon tne President has 
at hand, now that the country has 
been practically stripped of regular 
troops for the Axilla expedition. 


Conditions in respect 
to Mexico 


are becoming steadily more threaten- 
ing. 
Nobody can forsee what a day 


may bring forth, and still Congress 
plays local politics with the 
Army 


bill. 


Unless the House or the Senate 


gives wav, there will be no Army 
bill at all. Each 'has rejected 
the 


bill of the other. Each has instruct- 
ed its members of the 
conference 


committee to stand by its own mea- 
sure. In such circumstances on com- 
promise is possible, and a compro- 
mise that substituted the House bill 
for the Senate bill would be an in- 
defensible surrender. 


The Senate bill is not an extrava- 


gant measure. 
It merely provides 


for a regular army that would save 
the country from 'such humiliation 
as it is now experiencing along the 
Mexican frontier in betas; too weak 
to protect -its own citliens and its 
own territory from hlrr"! bandit*.

groat danger in concentrating 
too 


early upon revenue-producing edu- 
cation is that one will permanently 
neglect much study that is life-pro- 
ducing. 
'Later ou In life,' as Mr. 


Carnegie suggests, 'one may 
have 


plenty to retire .on, but nothing to 
retire to.' Many permeuent misfits 
in life have resulted from deciding 
upon the special vocation before the 
general development of the powers 
was far enough advanced to indicate 
any special fitness or 
adaptability. 


For its own greatest effectiveness al- 
so the 
technical 
and 
vocational 


training should follow 
a thorough 


general course of instruction. 
Ulti- 


mately, the person with the broadest 
educational foundation is certain to 
be most successful in any specialized 
study. 
Many students specialize be- 


fore they have generalized and thus 
narrow their powers and their use- 
fulness as much as they have nar- 
rowed their preparation. 


"Two changes must be made to 


meet these conditions; students must 
plan to spend a longer time in prep- 
aration for life and educators must 
discover how to help students to use 
their time to better advantage. 
It 


seems reasonable that as the coltime 
of human knowledge Increases, peo- 
ple should be willing to extend the 
period that is devoted to study.

before we ask students to
